ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 

A golf ball and tee placement device and retrieval apparatus formed from a 
hollow shaft in which is placed a first plate fastened to one end of the shaft and a 
second plate fastened to the end of the elongated rod. Two support members 
fixedly secure a third plate having a tee-receiving recess. The support members 
pass through the first and second plates to maintain the second plate in 
alignment with the first and third plates. Resilient elements such as springs 
engage the first and second plates biasing the second plate away from the first 
plate. The second plate is movably toward the first plate until the distance 
between the second plate and the third plate permits the placement of a golf ball 
and a cooperating tee therebetween. The second plate is movable toward the 
third plate to position the tee into the playing surface and the ball in a playable 
position on the tee when the rod and second plate are moved upwardly and away 
the ball and tee.
